1. Scope— Dimensional and otiier requirements for menstrual regulation syringe of 50 cm^ (ml) 
capacity. 

2- Nomenclature — For the purpose of this standard, nomenclature given in Fig, 1 shall apply.

3. Material 

3.1 3yr/>?5'e — Natural colour, translucent virgin grade polypropylene for the body, piston rod and 
piston. The washer for leakproofness provided on the piston shall be made of natural or synthetic 
rubber or combination of both suitably compounded or vulcanized, 

4. Workmanship and Finish 

4.1 The syringe shall have good finish and smooth operation. 

4.2 The locking of the piston with the piston rod shall be rigid, 

4.3 The piston and rubber cover shall securely adhere to the piston rod. 

4.4 The syringe shall have positive stop for preventing the piston and the piston rod being pulled 
out completely. 

4.5 The button of the pinch cock shall be securely fixed. The pinch cock shall give leak proof lock- 
ing when pressed in position. 

4.6 The locking arrangement of the piston rod shall get engaged automatically when the piston is 
pulled out to maximum position, 

5. Performance — The syringe shall be capable of giving a vacuum of 86*5 KN/m^ ( 650 mm of Hg 
approx ) up to an altitude of 200 m above sea level. 

6. Instructions ~ The syringe shall be supplied with instructions sheet giving the following: 

a) 'Complete instructions for use, 

b) Instructions for cleaning, and 

c) The cautionary note worded as under: 

* Warning — Do not depress the syringe piston with the cannula in uterus. ' 
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7. Marking — Syringe shall be marked with the manufacturer's name, initials or recognized trade- 
mark and graduations in cm^ (ml ), 

7.1 ISI Certification Marliing — Details available with the Indian Standards institution. 

8. Packing — The syringe shall be packed as agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier 
and supplied with suitable lubricant inert to plastic.

.This instrument is for use by trained surgeon only. It is expected that the performing surgeon 
is well versed with the procedure for menstrual regulation. The total responsibility for any procedure 
using this apparatus is that of the surgeon. 
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
